these areas vigorously to uncover any possible conspiracy on the 
part of those groups with Ellsberg in his violation of the Espionage 
Statutes. It is noted, however, that the surfaced activity of these 
groups does not readily appear to have any impact on the results of 
our investigation into the basic violations for which Ellsberg has 
been indicted at Los Angeles. 

Boston Investigation: 

Our inquiries in the Boston area lack the substance of an 
indictment to which we can target our efforts. We are attempting to 
prove dissemination by Ellsberg to reporters of "The New York Times; 
duplication of classified documents by those news media personnel; 
cooperation with Ellsberg's dissemination efforts by elements of the 
leftist and intellectual community at Cambridge, Massachusetts; and 
details of attempts by Ellsberg or his co-conspirators to furnish 
details of the classified information in this matter to newspapers 
other than "The New York Times" subsequent to the initial appearance 
of articles based on the "Pentagon papers" in "The New York Times" 
6/13-15/71. 

The results of our investigation at Boston appear to have 
greater national import than our investigation at Los Angeles based 
on the possible charges of Government suppression of the news media; 
violation of the civil rights of the academic community; and current 
charges by Congressional figures that our investigation infringes on 
the Congressional immunity enjoyed by those members of Congress. 

We have successfully uncovered details verifying reproduction of 
the documents by the news media employees in Cambridge in late 
March, 1971. We have circumstantial evidence showing that Ellsberg, 
in fact, was the source of the material reproduced. We have not, 
however, been successful in obtaining concrete evidence of the 
mechanics of dissemination utilized by Ellsberg to other newspapers 
throughout the country, nor have we been able to obtain factual 
evidence of the complicity in this dissemination operation on the 
part of elements of the New Left and the academic community in 
lCambridge. Our investigations are pointed toward the immediate 
acquisition of such information and all facets of the investigation 
are-receiving continuing attention.

■ . 0 yr investigation at Boston involves extensive inquiry int 

the ^entity of telephonic contacts of Ellsberg and his associates 
in Cambridge, as well as similar investigation into contact’s by news 
* media personnel involved in this matter. The Federal Grand Jury at 
I Boston has been temporarily stopped from further inquiry by a court 
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order based on a motion that such inquiry infringes on /he 

Congressional immunity of Senator Mike Gravel, Democrat - Alaska. 

Delaying tactics by main figures in this investigation when 
confronted with Grand Jury appearances has additionally delayed 
obtaining pertinent results in this matter, 

OBSERVATIONS: 

Re can reasonably expect that Ellsberg, his associates an< 
their attorneys will seize every opportunity available to delay 
inquiries into this matter and hinder early resolution of the 
charges against Ellsberg. The academic community of Cambridge has 
realized that this is an outstanding opportunity to test the 
validity of the Federal Grand Jury as an investigative ploy of the 
Federal Government and testing of this legal procedure will lead 
to further delays in ultimate prosecution. An additional delaying 
factor in this matter arises with the inability of the Department 
of Defense to pin down the exact identities of documents which have 
been compromised and to furnish comprehensive reports regarding . 
their findings, despite the fact that such an analysis has been in 
progress since mid-June, 1971. Department of Defense shortcomings 
in this matter have been the subject of scrutiny by the White House 
and Department of Justice and pressure is being exerted on the 
Department of Defense by those offices to come up with definitive 
answers to the problems involved in the very near future. 

In the light of contemplated delays to be posed by elemen 
of Ellsberg's defense and in view of the continued delays on the 
part of the Department of Defense as noted, it is impossible to 
give an accurate estimate of the date when Bureau investigation
